GROWS 


“No hunting” signs will be com- 
ing down this season on thousands 
of acres of privately owned lands. 

They are being replaced by signs 
that read “Hunting by Permission 
Only,” as a result of efforts of 
more than 200 chapters of the 
Izzak Walton League of America. 

The league has sponsored a drive 
to open about a million acres of 
land to qualified hunters who 
sign the league's pledge to “hunt 
like a gentleman," and who first 
\identify themselves and ask per- 
mission to hunt, according to 
L. C. Binford, national president. 

Binford maintains that farmers 

don't object to having hunters 
[shoot game on their land. "They 
ido object, however, to destruc- 
tion of property and other ungen- 
tlemanly conduct," he said.
